The family was living at a 
Romulus hotel at the time of 
Krause’s injury and was partially 
moved to Key Manor (across 
from Romulus High School) 
last Saturday.

The voices of senior citizens 
need exercise just like the rest 
of their bodies, Leslie Guinn, 
University of Michigan pro¬ 
fessor of voice and voice train¬ 
ing, said last week. 

Guinn advises that seniors 
treat their voices to at least 
eight eight- ounce glasses of 
non-caffeinated fluids every 
day and 12 to 15 minutes of ex¬ 
ercise. 

Some tell tale signs of sag¬ 
ging voice incidents are when 
grandchildren cannot hear 
you wish them a happy birth¬ 
day on the phone, Guinn said, 
or when the choir director 
wants more volume from you 
at a holiday cantata. 

Aging voices sometimes be¬ 
come weak as a result of little 
use - which happens many 
times when a senior citizen 
lives alone and has few social 
opportunities to speak. 

Voice exercises can be as 
simple as singing “Yaaahhh” 
at a modest volume, Guinn 
said. 

Thus participating in a 
church or community choir 
can be a lifetime of joy, Guinn 
explains, if the voice receives 
proper care and treatment. 

Not only do amateur singers 
benefit, Guinn said, but also 
teachers, clergy, salespeople, 
attorneys, telephone operators 
and even football quarter¬ 
backs.

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Wayne voters ought to _ 
elect mayor, not council 


A lot of politick’in took place prior to Tues¬ 
day, as the City of Wayne prepared to name a 
new mayor for the first time in eight years. 
Mayor Pro-Tern Donna McEachem, probably 
the odds-on favorite, was seeking the support 
of her fom’ female peers on the council. Top 
vote-getter Robert Dickerson was hoping he 
could pull together a coalition to win the 
'spot. Ditto popular councilperson A1 
Haidous. 

In this writer’s opinion, the politics should 
have been left for the voters. In other words, 
it is time that Wayne revised its charter to al¬ 
low voters, not peers, to decide who is to be 
mayor of this city. Although largely a ceremo¬ 
nial position (the city manager and his staff 
conduct the day-to-day affairs of the city), the 
mayor deserves to have the mandate of the 
people, and not be handcuffed by the 
promises he made his peers to win the posi- 
tioa 

It is the way in Inkster, where councilper¬ 
son Hilliard Hampton recently defeated 
longtime mayor Edward Bivens in a popular 
vote. It is the way in Belleville, where Mayor 
Tom Fielder was re-elected by the people. It 
is also the way in Garden City. 

These cities have a city manager form of 
government They also have a part-time elect¬ 
ed council. But they have opted, to allow the 
people to elect their ceremonial leader, the 
mayor And that’s the way it should be. The 
mayor should be elected by the people, not 
the six councilpeople they sit next to at 
meetings. 

To my knowledge, Wayne is the only city in 
our area that has a mayor or supervisor not 
elected by the people. Romulus and West- 
land have elected fUll-time mayors. Van Bu- 


ren and Can¬ 
ton have elect¬ 
ed supervi¬ 
sors. Inkster, 

Belleville and 
Garden City 
have elected 
part-time 
mayors, and full-time city managers. 

This is not to say Wayne has not been 
served well by it’s appointed mayors. Retir¬ 
ing mayor Kenneth Warfield served a distin¬ 
guished eight years, attending every little 
cocktail party and city gathering he possibly 
could. Before him, Patrick Norton served 
sixteen years, and there was no doubt who 
was in charge when he was Mayor. 

It is time, however, Wayne joined ranks 
with their neighbors. Of course this would 
require changes to Wayne’s charter. Current¬ 
ly councilpeople, are elected to four and two 
year terms. Thus every two years, at least 
three council seats are up for election. This 
would probably have to change to a system 
in which councilpeople were automatically 
elected to four year terms, with all seven 
seats expiring at the same time. Additionally, 
the election for mayor would follow the 
same schedule as the council seats- every 
four years. 

But hey, it’s worth it 

Neighboring municipalities have found it 
to be a better way. Rather than having the 
position be filled by a popularity contest 
amongst councilpeople, it is time Wayne al¬ 
lowed it’s citizens to name the next mayor. 
How about it new council? Can we get it on 
the agenda in year 2000?

Council shouldn’t hide behind doors

There is a state law called the 
“Open Meetings Act” making it 
mandatory that all decisions of lo¬ 
cal and state governing bodies i.e. 
City Councils and the State Legis¬ 
lature, be made in sessions that 
are open to the public. The same 
provision is included in the Char¬ 
ters of all cities in Michigan, in¬ 
cluding the City of Romulus. 

There are no exceptions. All 
decisions must be made in open 
sessions. However, the law does 
permit discussion of certain is¬ 
sues e.g. personnel matters, in 
closed (executive) sessions. 

The law also permits discus¬ 
sion of litigation strategy in closed 
session, but only if such discus¬ 
sion in public would have an ad¬ 
verse financial impact on the city. 
The reasons(s) for the decision 
can be kept secret, but not the de¬ 
cision itself 

The purpose of the Open Meet¬ 
ings requirement is to ensure that 
decisions made by city councils 
are known to the residents and 
the public has a chance to com¬ 


ment on the proposed decisions 
before a vote is takea 

For several years the Romulus 
City Council has been violating, 
not only the letter of the law, but 
the basic purpose of the law, in its 
handling of litigation concerning 
hazardous waste deep injection 
wells in the city. 

Time after time the council 
has held discussions, and made 
decisions, behind closed doors. It 
then comes out into open session 
and votes to implement the deci¬ 
sion made in secret without 
telling the public what that deci¬ 
sion was. 

This has resulted in the expen¬ 
diture of nearly one million dol¬ 
lars by the city, without the autho¬ 
rization of those expenditures 
ever being made in public. 

To add insult to injury, the last 
time this charade was played out, 
we were told the attorneys would 
prepare a “press release” to ex¬ 
plain the action. In other words, 
rather than being disclosed in 
open session, as required by law, 
the citizens will have to wait and 


“read it in the papers.” 

This has nothing to do with 
whether or not a person is op¬ 
posed to the hazardous wells. I 
am personally opposed to such 
wells in any populated area This 
has only to do with the public’s 
right to know what the city coun¬ 
cil is doing with the taxpayers’ 
money and their environment 

I don’t know whether this couise 
of ill^al action was decided by 
the council, or on advice of the 
(former) city attorney. I suspect 
the latter. By law, what transpired 
in closed sessions can only be 
made public as authorized by the 
council or a court order 

The mayor is allowed to be at 
the closed sessions, but has no 
vote on the decisions, including 
the practice of keeping the deci¬ 
sions secret It would be a viola¬ 
tion of law for him to disclose any¬ 
thing that happened in closed ses¬ 
sion without the council’s ap¬ 
proval or a court order. 

Hopefully, the council will start 
obeying the law before they are 
forced to by a citizen lawsuit 



Zero tolerance policies are a crime 


The Michigan Crime Report’s 
statistics bears out what city plan¬ 
ner Dimitri Bachas, project man¬ 
ager for Birmingham’s master 
plan, told us a few years ago: that 
traditional pedestrian communi¬ 
ties prevent crime. 

According the report, tradition¬ 
al Northville and Plymouth cities 
were much safer than suburban 
Canton or Westland. 

Figures for 1998 show that 
Westland averaged one crime per 
24 residents; Canton averaged 
one per 31; Plymouth averaged 
one per 53; and Northville aver¬ 
aged one per 132. 

Bachas, who works for the Du- 
any firm - the New Urbanists 
who designed Seaside, Florida, a 
resort where streets are narrow 
and homes have front porches - 
had explained how pedestrian 
neighborhoods foster safety. 

Since I lost Bachas’s quote in a 
computer crash, let me quote 
New Urbanist James Kunstler’s 
explanation. In Home From 
Nowhere, he wrote, “The best 
way to bring security to streets is 
to make them delightful places 
that honorable and decent people 
will want to walk in. They be¬ 
come in effect self-policing.” 

Where the streets are crowded, 
criminals are handicapped. Too 
many witnesses popping up. Too 
many potential heroes close by. 
And in traditional cities where 
traffic has been calmed, puttering 
traffic prevents high-speed get¬ 
aways.

But where the streets are de¬ 
serted, criminals can lurk in the 
darkness, picking on the weak, 
with less witnesses to worry 
about, and a fast escape. 

While the safety of pedestrian 
communities has always been 
known, many community plan¬ 
ners don’t want to hear about it 

Without naming names, some 
scoffed when I asked them if sta¬ 
tistics would bear out Bachas or if 
the crime rate in Celebration, 
Florida - another New Urbanist 
city, though one created by Disney 
- would demonstrate the safety of 
pedestrian communities. 

I’d say it did since it took about 
two years for Celebration, to re¬ 
port its first violent crime, an 
armed robbery. 

Though pedestrian communi¬ 
ties are safer. Canton and West- 
land planners continue to prevent 
them. It amazes me that under the 
two municipalities’ ordinances, 
it’s easier for an out-of-town cor¬ 
poration to build a tower to ware¬ 
house your retired parents than it 
is for you to build a granny home 
in your yard for you to care 
for them and involve them in 
your childrens’ lives. 

Having built breeding and 


feeding grounds for criminals, 
Canton and Westland overcom¬ 
pensated by expanding police 
powers. Under zero tolerance po¬ 
lices, ordinary citizens can get 
handcuffed and arrested for petty 
offenses, overdue library books or 
master gardening in Westland, 
and fire alarm violations in Can- 
toa Fbr me, the low point in zero 
tolerance occurred last June 
when a battalion of'police in 30 
squad cars policed senior’s last 
day at Canto and Salan Hi^ Schods 
to prevel shaving cream fights 

Ironically, because of its toll on 
innocent citizens, zero tolerance 
policing was abandoned by its 
creator, former New York City Po¬ 
lice Chief William Bratton. Brat¬ 
ton now places an emphasis on 
selective enforcement, succeed¬ 
ing in Boston through partner¬ 
ships with local clergy and com¬ 
munity leaders to target crimi¬ 
nals, rather than anybody and 
everybody. 

After abandoning zero toler¬ 
ance for community-building, 
Bratton not only reduced crime 
faster than in New York, he did it 
in Boston while lowering police 
brutality charges and expensive 
court-ordered payoffs to many in¬ 
nocent victims of zero tolerance. 

This is no secret. President 
Clinton has endorsed Bratton’s se¬ 
lective enforcement methods. 

Yet zero tolerance sounds so 
tough that it blinds many commu¬ 
nities to more effective, much 
cheaper ways to reduce crime. 
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At the end of 
your rope?

Readership scores based upon 1998 Belden Research study of suburban Detroit. 
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Is average good enou2h? 

Parents question districts hum-drum MEAP scores

A recent front-age Detroit News 
article comparing 83 local school 
districts, and giving Van Buren 
Public Schools an “F* continues 
to raise concerns, as well as eye¬ 
brows. 

Rainelle Burton, a former sys¬ 
tems analyst and current free¬ 
lance writer, gave the N^s study 
an “F” due to its reliance on 
“soft” data and misleading num¬ 
bercrunching. 

She told die Van Bui^en Riblic 
Schools Board of Education she 
w’oited with the same raw data and re¬ 
lied more heavily on “hard"’ data, 
such as MEAP and ACT scores, 
dropout rate and per-pupil spend¬ 
ing, and found that \^PS should 
have scored more similarly to dis¬ 
tricts that received “B’’ and “C” 
grades. 

She added that per-pupil 
spending, while it qualifies as 
hard data, is not necessarily as 
relevant as the article stated. Oth¬ 
er factors, such as class size, were 
also graded, and because class 
size is directly related to spend¬ 
ing, VBPS may have been doubly 
penalized. Farther, she said, the 
article offered up no proof that 
spending equals superior perfor¬ 
mance. 

But parent Bill Henderson ad¬ 
mitted to the board he felt embar¬ 
rassed when he rea(i the article. 
He said his family had a choice 
whether to send his daughters to 
Ann Arbor schools or Van Buren 
schools. They chose Van Buren, 
due to positive experiences at 
Rawsonville elementary, and a 
meeting with South Middle 
School principal William Hous¬ 
ton. But, the district’s sluggish 
MEAP scores “may involve a deci¬ 
sion change” for his children, he 
said. 

He said while his family has 
had great experiences with 
VBPS, he has concerns about his 
daughters’ education. Most im¬ 
portantly, he said, he’s concerned 
about other parents’ lack of in¬ 
volvement in the schools and how 
that effects the learning environ¬ 
ment. He said at South Middle 
School’s last open house, only 
four or five sets of parents, out of 
23 of his daughter’s classmates 
parents, showed up. 

Local parent Harry Van Gelder 
expressed similar concerns. He 
said it seems the district is happy 
with average MEAP and ACT test 
scores. “When you only set your 
goals so high, you’re only going to 
go that high,” he said. “We’re basi¬ 
cally proud to be average.” 

Earlier that day, his children 
brought home their report cards. 


and one of his children received 
all As, but he added, “I won’t find 
out what those As mean until she 
goes off to college.” 

Van Gelder said the district 
needs to focus more on acade¬ 
mics and less on athletics and 
band. 

Trustee Martha Toth said 
while students can get a good edu¬ 
cation in Van Buren Public 
Schools, she has concerns over 
parent attitudes. 

She said she has been taking 
her daughter and her daughter’s 
friends on college campus visits. 
“You can really tell when a stu¬ 
dent is the first in their family to 
go to college,” she said. Tath said 
those students whose parents did¬ 
n’t go to college often don’t see the 
importance of taking the MEAP 


exam, or applying on time to col¬ 
leges. 

Burton addressed a similar is¬ 
sue in her presentation when she 
stated that the News had factored 
in income, and VBPS scored 
worse tlian expected, due to aver¬ 
age income. She said many VBPS 
parents are employed at nearby 
auto manufacturing plants, while 
in other communities, parents 
with similar income hold white 
collar jobs which require more 
education, which effects the way 
their children feel about educa¬ 
tion. . 

“I’m not saying there shouldn’t 
be some improvements in the 
MEAP’s,” Burton said, “but you 
have to underatand this study and 
the data analysis.”

Undefeated Walled Lake Western eliminated

And then there were none'... 

Before wall-to-wall, no¬ 
parking space available, shiv¬ 
ering 5,000 fans, undefeated 
Walled Lake Western crushed 
Westland John Glenn, 35-0, to 
capture a regional football 
championship. 

IiT a game local fans be¬ 
lieved was scheduled for 1 
p.m. Saturday (as reported by 
most local and metropolitan 


newspapers) but played Fri¬ 
day night, Walled Lake West¬ 
ern’s Cody Cargill scored all 
four of his team’s touchdowns 
against a Glenn team that 
didn’t, couldn't mobilize its de¬ 
fense against a Western team 
that was ready for the chal¬ 
lenge. 

Western was riding the crest 
of an 11-game winning streak, 
including last week’s big tri¬ 
umph over Bedford Catholic 
Central, a team ranked No. 1 in 
the state most of the second- 


half of the 1999 season. 

The victory advanced the 
Western Lakes Conference 
champ into Saturday’s state 
semifinal round. Western is 
scheduled to play Rockford at 
1 p.m. on Saturday at Lansing 
Everett High School. The win¬ 
ner heads for the Pontiac Sil- 
verdome the following week. 

Western’s apparent strategy 
against the Rockets, which 
came into the showdown-that- 
never materialized with a 
string of five victories includ¬ 


ing a stunning win over previ¬ 
ously undefeated Detroit 
Henry Ford, was “to give Jones 
his 100- plus yards, but stop 
any other Glenn player from 
getting their yardage.” 

Jones - Glenn’s sterling se¬ 
nior running back, Eric Jones, 
rushed for 151 yards on 29 at¬ 
tempts against Western, but for 
the first time this season was 
held out of the end zone by the 
defense. 

In an incredible season, 
Jones finished his senior year

with 2,167 yards to become the 
first-ever Glenn player, and 
probably the first-ever area 
player to chalk up 2,000 or 
more yards in one season. 

Not even Robichaud High’s 
outstanding all-around ath¬ 
lete, Tyrone Wheatley, who is 
in his third year in the NFL, 
managed to run past the 2,000- 
yard marker in a single season. 

“Eric is an outstanding ath¬ 
lete and fine young man,” said 
Glenn coach Chuck Gordon, 
who also commented that his 


team’s disappointing perfor¬ 
mance against Western should 
not detract from the Rockets’ 
outstanding season. 

“Western has an excep¬ 
tional talent on this team, and 
we wish them the best in their 
bid for the state title,” said 
Gordon. “I would not be honest 
if I said that I wasn’t disap¬ 
pointed (at the Western game), 
but these kids, as always, gave 
it their best shot and unfor-

Congress has 
embezzled our 
Trust Fund 

To the Editor: 

Most people correctly be¬ 
lieve that Social Security has 
been our most successful so¬ 
cial program, however, as the 
program has matured it faces 
many obstacles to its viability. 
The first major crisis it faced 
was in 1981 when concerns 
were raised about the Trust 
Fund running out of money by 


1983. The Greenspan Commis¬ 
sion was formed which made 

recommendations to resolve 
the short-term financing prob¬ 
lems the program faced. A 
combination of legislation en¬ 
acting the recommendations, 
low inflation and the economic 
boom has contributed to 
yearly Trust Fund surpluses 
until the proclaimed total is 
now in excess of $650 billion. 

Unfortunately within the 
Treasury, Social Security taxes 
are co- mingled with general 
tax revenues which allows 
Congress to spend Trust Fund 
surpluses to fund other ex¬ 
penses within the budget. For 
example, the 1998 $70 billion 
surplus existed only because 
Congress included the 1998 $99 
billion surplus when the ac¬ 
tual budget showed a deficit. 
To cover up the embezzlement 
of Trust Fund money by Con¬ 
gress, the Department of Trea¬ 
sury has been forced to issue 
non-negoti&ble lOU bonds to 
the Trust Fund. 

Congress has exploited the 
co-mingling flaw in the Trust 
Fund to achieve a spending 
coup without having to in¬ 
crease income taxes, but at a 
severe cost to low-income 
workers. Workers have been 
hit hard when the regressive 
Social Security tax has also 
been used to fund other spend¬ 
ing programs. This has been 
particularly devastating to the 
self-employed business people 
such as entrepreneurs, 
farmers and ranchers who 
must contribute at double the 
normal Social Security tax 
rate.

this think that Westland is the 
place to be?” she asked. “We have 
no street lights. Our traffic is 
heavy, fast, and downright danger¬ 
ous.” 

Pearl seconded the request for 
storm drains, complained that the 
city made his ditch four times as 
wide as it had been, and demand¬ 
ed consistent ditching along 
the road instead of allowing 
some ditches to be filled. 

He also said that he could no 
longer easily maintain his ditch. 

“I can’t get a tractor in,” he 
said, but complained that people 
can throw trash in his ditch. 

Mayor Bob Thomas explained 
that when the city resurfaces a 
road with ditches, it usually 
leaves the ditches because storm 
sewers cost as much as roads. 

“When a house is originally 
built owners pay for stonri sew¬ 
ers with an assessment; it’s not 
something the city does for free,” 
he said, adding, “No ditch in town 
looks good.” 

DPS Director Richard Dittmar 


agreed, storm drains are not 
cheap. 

He also pointed out that there 
was some consistency on Palmer

deep as yours.” 

However, Dittmar explained 
that the city’s engineers made the 
decision to only ditch where nec¬ 
essary.
